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Building approved 
for new student digs

A vacant office block near the 
centre of Epsom will be con¬ 
verted into student accommoda¬ 
tion, after the council approved 
a planning application. 

Bradford House, which is cur¬ 
rently not being used, will be 
used by University of Creative 
Arts students. 

The building will also provide 
replacement ground floor office 
space. 

Developers Willco Properties 
hopes to complete the develop¬ 
ment by September 2020, which 
will allow the halls to be opera¬ 
tional ahead of the academic 
year. 

Cllr Tony Axelrod said: “Brad¬ 
ford House has not been used 
for a number of years and I am 
pleased that it is going to be 
used. It is a positive that UCA 
students will be using the build¬ 
ing, as this is a positive for busi¬ 
nesses in the local area.” 

But the Town Ward council¬ 
lor did warn that maintaining a 
stock of office space in the town 


was important, highlighting the 
need to ensure office space con¬ 
tinues to be available across the 
town. 

He added: “One concern is 
that we need to make sure that 
we have a good stock of office 
space in Epsom, we have had of¬ 
fice space in Epsom for a num¬ 
ber of years and need to make 
sure this continues. 

“However, this specific site 
was not being used.” 

The planning application was 
approved on Thursday, July 19. 
The new building will be able to 
house 99 student’s bedrooms. 

The site is a short six-minute 
walk from Epsom High Street 
and Epsom Station, which has 
direct links to central London. 

The accommodation is also a 
10-minute walk to the universi¬ 
ties Epsom campus, which is on 
Ashley Road. 

There is not an official start 
date for building on site yet as 
the decision is subject to a legal 
agreement and pre-commence¬ 
ment planning conditions. 

However, the developer is look¬ 
ing to bring this forward at the 
earliest opportunity in order to 
be operational for the 2020/2021 
academic year.

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Top painting’s ‘out of this world’ 


An Epsom-born artist has won this year’s 
Hadley’s Art Prize for his depiction of 
H.G Wells. 

Neil Haddon won A$100,000 for his piece 
titled The Visit. 

It is a textural painting alluding to Wells’ 
infamous sci-fi novel, The War of the 
Worlds. 

Neil, who migrated to Tasmania, 
Australia in 1996, was born in Epsom 
in 1967. Wells’ book, which inspired the 
painting, found inspiration from Surrey 
where Wells’ cycled through. 

Mr Haddon said “Wells was a keen 
cyclist, as he rode, he planned The 
War of the Worlds, imagining the 
extermination of humans by aliens. 
“Wells also alludes to the attempted 
genocide of Aboriginal Tasmanians in 
the opening paragraphs of this book. 

I grew up in the environs where The 
War of the Worlds is set. Now I live in 
Tasmania.” 

“I was thrilled to be award the Hadley’s 
Art Prize. They tell me that this is the 
world’s richest landscape art prize! 
Whilst the prize is an Australian one my 
painting dealt with my migrant story and 
the connections to the environs of Epsom 
where I was born and lived for 24+ years. 
I would love to bring my artwork back 
one day and show it in my hometown.” 


The Hadley’s Art Prize, now in its second 
year, attracted an unprecedented 640 
entries this year—almost double the 
submissions from its inaugural year— 
and is believed to be the world’s most 
landscape art award. 

This year the Prize was judged by a panel 
of three national art specialists - Curator 
of Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander 
Exhibitions and Collections at the 
Museum of Contemporary Art, Clothilde 
Bullen, Principal Curator of Art at the 
Tasmanian Museum and Art Gallery, 

Jane Stewart and leading Australian 
artist, Michael Zavros. 

Judge Jane Stewart said despite long 
deliberations, the judges were united in 
their decision to award Haddon the Prize. 
“The Visit is a complex and accomplished 
painting that raises many questions 
about landscape, custodianship and 
contact history.” 

Judge Clothilde Bullen said the work 
had some intriguing elements: “The blue 
targets hover like eyes gazing at the 
audience while simultaneously providing 
a portal into the landscape. “The artist’s 
distinctive, refined technique indicates a 
point of resolution in his practice that is 
well worthy of the prize.”

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Extra £68k needed by council 
in plans to develop empty site

Extra cash is needed to pay 
for Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council to seek plan¬ 
ning permission to develop 
an empty community hub. 

Officers are seeking ap¬ 
proval from councillors for 
an additional £68,000 to cover 
all the costs in connection 
with a submission of a plan¬ 
ning application for The 
Wells Centre site. 

The request comes after a 
review of the site into how it 
can be developed. 

The council engaged PwC 
(PricewaterhouseCoopers) in 
February to advise on how to 
develop the site for residen¬ 
tial use. 

In papers to go to the Strat¬ 
egy and Resources Commit¬ 
tee on Thursday (July 26), it 
states PwC “has indicated 
that the most efficient struc¬ 
ture would be for the council 
to undertake the redevelop¬ 
ment itself and, upon com¬ 
pletion, transfer any units for 


rent to a wholly owned trad¬ 
ing company”. 

A professional team of 
development consultants, 
architects, planning consult¬ 
ants and quantify surveyors 
are working on a draft devel¬ 
opment brief ready for Sep¬ 
tember. 

If approved, officers will 
then carry out consultation 
with residents. 

A business case will then 
be formed and a planning ap¬ 
plication for a final scheme 
can be submitted if approved 
by the committee. 

The proposed development 
must include residential 
units, a community facility, 
children’s playground, public 
right of way and parking. 

If approved planning per¬ 
mission could be submitted 
by November. 

The professional team 
working on the project is al¬ 
ready costing £92,000 and an 
additional £68,000 is needed 
to “cover all the costs associ¬ 
ated with the submission of 
the planning application”. 

Committee papers quote 
the chief finance officer Lee 
Duffy saying: “Developing 


the Wells site has the poten¬ 
tial to deliver a long-term res¬ 
idential asset with associated 
income streams. 

“However, the viability 
of the development and its 


long-term financial impacts 
will only be accurately estab¬ 
lished once the professional 
advice and full due diligence 
exercises have been under¬ 
taken. 


“The estimated £68,000 
additional cost of the pro¬ 
fessional team could be met 
from the Corporate Projects 
Reserve, which at 30/06/18 
holds a balance of £2,574,390.” 


A decision was made in 
2015 to move community ac¬ 
tivities and services from 
The Wells Centre in Spa 
Drive, Epsom to the Long- 
mead Centre in Sefton Road.

A Banstead drug dealer who 
was spotted selling drugs in 
Sutton before he “smashed” 
into a police car while at¬ 
tempting to flee has been 
jailed. 

Ross Locke, of Chipstead 
Road, was seen by officers in 
Wrythe Lane selling drugs 
from his van on April 24 ear¬ 
lier this year. 

And in an attempt to es¬ 
cape, he rammed his vehicle 
into a police car. 

The 30-year-old drove 
through a busy road and then 
into some smaller residential 
streets in a rush hour police 
chase. 

But within a few minutes 
he was cornered and ar¬ 
rested, having been seen dis¬ 
carding a quantity of Class 
A drugs from his van which 
were then later recovered. 

A total of nearly £5,000 


worth of cocaine was seized 
by police alongside more 
than £1,500 in cash. 

Locke would plead guilty 
to possession with intent to 
supply class A drugs and dan¬ 


gerous driving at Croydon 
Crown Court on May 24. 

He was sentenced to 40 
months in prison on July 18 
and disqualified from driving 
for three-and-a-half years.

The composite photo was taken by Christopher Elliott, from Wimbledon, who took the picture using a 1929 Ensign box camera through 
the fixed glass window of my kitchen in South Park Road. He said: “Taken in a hurry as I wished to catch the dawn glory of vapour 
trails, it depicts the progress of unidentified aircraft at high altitude leaving evidence, lower down, of some descents being affected by 
changing air currents. The photo was made from two 3.25 by 2.25 joined negatives commonly used in box cameras between the two 
great wars. It is quite amazing how much high altitude and soundless movement of aircraft takes place over Londob day and night with 
take offs from London Airport, of course, being heard and visible at only a few thousands feet.” 

Great women of WWI 


Women from around the British Isles are to 
be commemorated in a nationwide Wave of 
Gratitude, starting in August and concluding 
on Armistice Day, 11 November. 

Do you know of a local woman whose 
contribution to the First World War deserves 
to be remembered? 

ABC Selfstore is looking for women in 
Wandsworth whose stories may have been 
lost to history. The most inspiring will be 
celebrated on an enormous banner hung 
from the company’s prominent 44,000 sq ft 
self storage facility on Garratt Lane, next to 
King George’s Park. 

Part of The Royal British Legion’s ‘Thank 
You’ campaign to commemorate the 
centenary of the First World War, self 
storage managers from Belfast to 
Bournemouth, Cardiff to Chepstow, and 
Glasgow to Guildford, have joined together to 
highlight women’s involvement in the war in 
a wave of gratitude destined to sweep the 
nation. The campaign will last for 100 days, 
each day representing a year since the end of 


hostilities. Said David Milton, director of 
ABC Selfstore: “Both of my grandfathers 
served in the trenches in the First World War 
and were lucky to survive. They each 
suffered as a result of their experiences with 
lungs damaged by mustard gas and a lost left 
arm for William my maternal grandfather. 
The impact on their wives and families was 
no less dramatic, though much less obvious 
to the naked eye. William often spoke of the 
support he received from his then fiancee, 
recalling how she took on a job to assist the 
war effort at home, and provided him with 
the mental support he needed to adjust back 
to civilian family life after the terrors of the 
war. He received the medals and attention 
(which he neither wanted nor liked). 
However, he always said he thought my 
grandmother and those like her made a huge 
contribution and yet never got the 
recognition. I am delighted that this 
initiative is helping to celebrate the forgotten 
women of the war and I know my 
grandfather would be as well.” 


Said Emma Chesterton Kay, Board 
Member of the SSA UK: “It is no secret that 
women formed the backbone of the war 
effort during the 1914-18 Great War. From 
making ammunition to serving at The Front, 
their courage, determination and resilience 
kept together a nation torn apart by war. We 
hope that this initiative will acknowledge 
and celebrate the lives of these extraordinary 
women.” 

Said Catherine Davies, Head of 
Remembrance at The Royal British Legion: 
“One of our key ambitions this year is to 
highlight the contribution of the whole First 
World War generation. Women played an 
utterly essential role in the war effort, 
seizing the opportunity to prove their worth 
and take another step towards getting the 
vote. Each and every one of them deserves 
our thanks.”

Prudential’s RideLondon 
cycling event returns to 
Surrey for its sixth year 
this month.

INCREDIBLES 2 (PG): The odds of 
a lightning strike on the same spot 
14 years apart are astronomical, so 
perhaps we shouldn’t be surprised 
that the long-awaited sequel to Disney 
Pixar’s masterpiece falls tantalisingly 
short of the genius of its predecessor. 

Of course, this is the animation studio 
which recently delighted and astounded 
us with Inside Out and Coco, virtuoso 
fables, pictures of dazzling visuals and 
heart-breaking emotion, which prove an¬ 
ything is possible if you dare to dream. 
Incredibles 2 is bigger in scope and 
ambition than the original and boasts 
thrilling action set pieces as well as a 
familiar menagerie of endearing charac¬ 
ters including diminutive fashion oracle 
Edna Mode, whose ability to scene-steal 
has not waned since 2004. The sequel 
exploits the burgeoning powers of the 
youngest and cutest member of the Parr 
clan, baby Jack-Jack, for uproarious 
laughs and there are some terrific se¬ 
quences in which the adorable toddler 
cycles through his various powers to 
the mounting dismay of his exhausted 
father. Brad Bird’s sequel is effortlessly 
entertaining and when the script hits its 
mark, guffaws come thick and fast but 
memories of the flawless original film 
temper enthusiasm for this return to 
dysfunctional super-powered family life. 
THE SECRET OF MARROWBONE (15): 
Screenwriter Sergio G. Sanchez, who 
penned the script to the 2007 Span¬ 
ish horror The Orphanage, makes his 
directorial debut more than a decade 
later with a supernatural period thriller, 
which delights in confounding expecta¬ 
tions. The first-time filmmaker conjures 


a couple of decent scares, aided and 
abetted by Xavi Gimenez’s atmospheric 
cinematography, which revels in the 
shifting shadows and light of a creaking 
family homestead in a coastal American 
town. Sanchez delivers one deceptively 
satisfying twist and he elicits strong per¬ 
formances from a predominantly young 
British cast, who react instinctively to 
every whisper of wind or ominous groan 
of an attic floorboard. For all its impec¬ 
cable style and directorial restraint, the 
film is haunted by the spectre of missed 
opportunities. Some of the characters 
feel undernourished and the writer-di¬ 
rector’s ambition occasionally exceeds 
his grasp including a frenetic resolution, 
which feels muddled after an assured 
and disturbing narrative set-up. 

THE FIRST PURGE (15): Five years 
ago, before the possibility of Donald 
Trump as US president was a pungent 
whiff in the air, writer-director James 
DeMonaco terrified cinema audiences 
with The Purge. His bloodthirsty horror 
thriller unfolded on the one night when 
citizens of America are permitted to 
arm themselves with knives and guns 
to kill anyone they choose without fear 
of legal reprisals. Gerard McMurray 
replaces DeMonaco in the director’s 
chair for a redundant and predictable 
prequel, which traces the origins of the 
carnage to a sociological experiment in 
one borough of New York City. The First 
Purge doesn’t advance the franchise’s 
narrative other than to pin the blame for 
the slaughter on one female behavioural 
scientist (Marisa Tomei). The script 
makes familiar arguments about race 
and class divisions while it aims barbs 


squarely at the rampant fearmongering 
of the current US administration. The 
first cut is supposedly the deepest but 
McMurray’s origin story barely leaves a 
scratch. 

UNCLE DREW (12A): In 2012, profes¬ 
sional basketball player Kyrie Irving 
aged five decades with the help of 
latex, stage make-up and a white wig to 
portray street smart Uncle Drew in a TV 
commercial for a sugar-free soft drink. 
The wise-cracking old coot makes his 
big screen debut in a feature- 
length sports comedy directed by 
Charles Stone III, which dunks almost 
as many punchlines as it misses in 
a haphazard script penned by Jay 
Longino. The film employs a familiar 
structure - fearless underdogs put their 
hearts on the line in pursuit of glory - to 
expand on the cross-generational bond¬ 
ing of the small screen advertisements, 
replete with brazen product placement. 
When Uncle Drew stumbles, the results 
are painful but the sincerity of Irving’s 
performance coupled with colourful 
supporting turns from fellow sport stars 
including Shaquille O’Neal secures 
Stone’s uneven picture a narrow victory 
against tedium. Some of the out-takes, 
which play over the end credits, should 
have been left on the cutting room floor. 
WHITNEY (15): Staccato bursts of the 
rousing anthem I Wanna Dance With 
Somebody open Kevin Macdonald’s 
revealing documentary, which arrives 
one year after Nick Broomfield and Rudi 
Dolezal’s poignant film Whitney: Can 
I Be Me. This heart-breaking portrait 
of doomed musical genius is the only 
account of Houston’s life and career 


officially supported by her estate and 
includes original studio recordings and 
never-before-seen footage alongside 
live performances recorded by the late 
singer. What sets apart this meticulous 
sift through family albums is the sugges¬ 
tion that Houston’s downfall may have 
been precipitated by child abuse when 
she was growing up. In one of the film’s 


most eye-opening sections, friends and 
family members go as far as to name 
the person they believe was responsi¬ 
ble for shattering Houston’s childhood 
innocence. The world will continue to 
dance with somebody at the late singer’s 
behest. Her vocals soar to dizzying 
heights and Macdonald’s upsetting film 
follows her most of the way.

IT’S TIME 

FOR WINE 



When you find yourself a favourite style 
of wine, grape or region, it’s easy to 
stick with the same old same. 

But with the buds coming into bloom, 
and daylight savings about to brighten 
up our lives, why not come out of shad¬ 
ows and crack open something a little 
more citrusy, juicy, tropical or even a 
tiny bit green? 

Here are six top picks to help freshen 
up the wine rack for spring... 

1) Martisor Pinot Grigio 2017, Romania 
(£5.49, Waitrose): Pinot grigio is argu¬ 
ably northern Italy’s most famous white 
grape. But if you’re after something in¬ 
expensive and nice, it’s worth looking 
further east, where Romanians celebrate 
Martisor, the coming of spring. Light and 
crisp, with scents of green apples and a 
lively tempo of lemon and lime. 

2) Wm Morrison Albarino, 2015, Rias 
Baixas, Spain (£8, Morrisons): In the 
past few years, albarino has climbed to 
the A-list of Spanish wines, and Galicia, in 
north-eastern Spain, is the prime location 
for these lively whites, which boast floral 
aromas, vibrant fruit and zippy acidity. Try 
this crisp, citrusy style that’s competitively 
priced for a such trendy grape. 


3) Costa Fresca Sauvignon Blanc 
2017, San Antonio, Chile (currently 
reduced to £7 from £9 until April 2, 
Marks & Spencer, in-store only): A lit¬ 
tle cracker from Chile that’s pungent and 
punchy, with grassy, nettly aromas and a 
deliciously fresh and tangy mouthfeel. 
With lemon, lime and grapefruit flavours, 
loads of zestiness and steely mineral- 
ity, this is a brilliant buy — especially if 
you snap it up while it’s still on special 
offer. 

4) Von Rheinhessen Pinot Blanc 2016, 
Rheinhessen, Germany (£8, Tesco). 

Germany’s largest wine region may be 
famous for its riesling, but this dry, apple- 
scented pinot blanc has enough floral, 
fruity freshness, with hints of pears and 
a delicate grapey character that lifts the 
finish.
